A number of bills of importance to particu- 
lar sections of the state were enacted into 
laws. Of especial interest to Chicagoans 
were the park consolidation and outer harbor 
bills. The governor vetoed the fcrmer be 
cause of an alleged constitutional defect. 
Levee construction measures and laws look- 
ing toward improved administration of drain- 
age districts were highiy appreciated in other 
parts of the state. 

The increasing number of these purely local 
measures, most of them badly needed, em- 
phasizes to a marked degree the argument of 
many citizens that there should be a wider 
application of the so-called principle of home 
rule in Illinois government. 


Suffer from Bill Deluge. 

The country-wide legislative epidemic of 
d!ll introducing fever reached ‘Springfield 
during the session. In all 1,617 bills were 
offered in the two houses--the record for a 
regular session—and 37 per cent more than 
the number introduced by the preceding leg- 
islature. Only 218 of these were enacted into 
laws, the smallest percentage in many years. 

Every well informed member of the legisla: 
ture admits that the slipshod committee sys- 
tem must go and improved rules must be 
adopted if the Illinois assembly ever is to 
make a real showing of efficiency. The most 
of them agree that there should be not to 
exceed twelve or fifteen standing commit- 
tees in each house. They also believe that 
no legislator should be a member of more 
than two or three committees. 

The curbing of the speaker's power in the 
house, the keeping of permanent committee 
records, and the preservation of a complete 
stenographic report of all daily sessions are 
other reforms advocated. 


_ .. Expense Growth Cited. 
_A new type of assembly expense during the 
last session brought general legislative ex- 
penditures into the limelight. The relatively 
new feature is the rapidly increasing elec- 
tion contest expense. It was especially no- 
ticeable in the house. House contests were 


| filed against representatives in no less than 


‘thirty of the fifty-one senatorial districts 
and the total original claims for attorneys’ 
fees and expenses incidental to them amount- 
ed to $97,000. The house cut this total $40,000 
and the governor further reduced it, but an 
appropriation of nearly $49,000 finally was 
allowed. Asa result of this great numberof 
contests only three house members lost seats. 

Members of the Second senatorial district 
held the record in the matter of contest 
claims. The three sitting members, Repre- 
sentatives Frank J. McNichols, Frank J. 
Snite, and John F. McCarty, asked a total of 
more than $10,000 to pay attorney fees and 
expenses. 

Representative F. E. J. Lloyd of the Third 
district and his attorney put in a claim for 
$3,300, while M. F. Henneberry of the Forty- 
first district, who was unseated by George 
B. Boardman, and Representative Board- 
man himeelf put in claims for more than

Now, the appeal of the standpatters, let 
us alone,” was not successful, and the fall 
in securities and recession in business gen- 
erally undoubtedly is ascribed by standpat- 
ters to that fact. : 

But there is a large class of intelligent 
conservatives who are capable of seeing the 
folly of the ostrich doctrine of let us alone 
and of avoiding the standpatter’s stupidity 
of mistaking the cure for the disease. 

To these the revelations of the New 
Haven inguiry, which should be followed 
by inquiry into other examples of high 
finance, the Rock Island reorganization, for 
example, will give occasion for thought. 
Obstruction by selfish and unscrupulous in- 
terests to intelligent reform legislation 
would be nowhere without the ill-advised 
support of the conservative class which they 
misrepresent. It is time, therefore, for this 
class to realize that financial piracy or even 
unchecked financial autocracy injures the 
conservative class more than any other. 

If there is one thing an American man of 
means, small or great, seeks, it is the secur- 
ity of his accumulations. He wishes to be 
certain as he reasonably may be that his 
property may be left to his family to protect 
them from want and provide them with at 
least a fair measure of the good things of 
life. 

That is why men in New England in- 
vested in New Haven stock! 

The wrecking of such an investment, 
which was essentially as solid as the New 
England hills, was not only a cruel cheating 
of the forethought and thrift of the men who 
invested in what under any honorable and 
sound system of finance would have been 
gafe for all time—it was a blow at all Ameri- 
can securities and a demoralization of pub- 
lic thrift. 6 

As Tun Trisuns hae said repeatedly, 
nothing could place the prosperity of the 
country on a broader and more solid basis 
than the flow of smal] earnings into our 
great utilities. A ehare of stock is easily 
purchased, It is a ready resource for the 
wage earner, the clerk, the professional 
man, or the millionaire. A general invest- 
ment in stocks would insure the participa- 
tion of all classes in the prosperity of the 
country, would better distribute prosperity, 
and encourage thrift and true conservatism. 
That and the advancement of agriculture, 
with a consequent growth of an efficient 
agricultural population, would secure the. 
foundations of our material welfare as noth- 
ing else can do. 

But no such movement into stock invest- 
ment will take place if we continue to per- 
mit the pirating of securities or the manipu- 
lating of great properties without regula- 
tion or control in the common interest. 

The conservatives who have backed re- 
action, who have protested against the ex- 
posure of evils, who have joined foolishly 
in the cry of Let us alone "—which meant 
letting outrageous exploitation alone—this 
large class is due, more than any rad. 
cal,” to some “sober thinking.” They have 
been standing in their own light and assist- 
ing at their own destruction. They should 
now give all their weight to rational but 
determined and thoroughgoing reform.

AF TER-TREATMENT OF INFANTILE 
PARALYSIS. 


OST cases of infantile paralysis 
get well. When the mild cases 
are added to the list and the per- 
centages re calculated, it is 
found that this disease is far 
from being highly fatal. But that which 
causes such dread of it is that those who 
get well of it are well only in a certain 
sense. Thcir lives have been saved, but 
their poor paralyzed limbs are fearful 
handicaps. | 

As the years go by the parents come 
gradually to recognize what it means, and 
they rush from voodoo to quack and from 
quack to voodoo, willing to pour out 
money to any rascal who will promise 
cure. About the most h artless rascals 
now operating in this country are those 
who promise to regenerate the withered 
limbs of paralytics. 

To prevent the limbs from withering 
and to cultivate in the post-paralytic a 
control over the muscles of his limbs con- 
stitute another matter that is successfully 
done. To accomplish this, treatment 
should begin just before or just after the 
fever has left. 


—~.o- 

The impulse to move a limb starts in 
the cells of the brain. The telegraph 
message travels down the spinal cord to 
a relay station called by the anatomists 
the anterior horn. Out of this station a 
reinforced message travels along a nerve 
wire to the proper muscles. 

Infantile paralysis is a disease which 
destroys the relay station. It does not 
injure the brain cells or the nerves close 
to them either first or last. It does not 
injure the muscles, though the unused 
muscles gradually lose all power and 
shrivel up. 

Thus we see that, after the fever has 
gone and the child is in a certain sense 
cured, we have at one end of the line a 
brain able and anxious to move the mus- 
cles, and at the other end of the line 
muscles able and anxious to work; but 
the two agencies can do nothing because 
their relay station has been destroyed. 


e 

What can be done? What plan is to 
be followed? A bridge must be built 
around the destroyed zone: But this re- 
quires time, and, while the building is 
going on, the power of the isolated mus 
cles must be muintained. 

To keep the muscles from withering 
from disuse, electricity, massage, and 
baths are employed. These must be be- 
gun just as soon as the fever goes. With- 
ered muscles cannot be built up again to 
any considerable extent. They useall forms 
of electricity—high frequency, a slow- 
breaking faradic current, about seventy- 
five breaks to the minute, and also the 
galvanic current. 

Dr. Frauenthal especially warns against 
making the daily treatment mst too long. 
A short daily massage is even more ser- 
viceable than electricity, though each has 
its place. 


— 

The object sought is to keep the mus 
cles in fair tone until the new route from 
the brain can be put in good working 
order. To do this the teacher must spend 
an hour or more each day with the child 
exercising in front of a mirror. The child 
must learn to move the affected muscles 
by using a set of newly developed nerve 
routed. To do this requires patience 
and perseverance. 

Results are sometimes fair at the end 
of a year; they are usually quite satis 


factory at the end of two years. That 
seems discouragingly slow, as compared 
with the glowing promises of the get-rich- 
quick healers, but it has the advantage of 
being founded on fact. 7 
Meeterlinck tells us that Krall of El- 
derf id spends years in teaching a horse 
to spell a little and do a few mathemat- 
ical problems. Parents will be willing 
to spend the time necessary to teach 
their children to use their paralyzed 
limbs. But, remember, this cannot be 
done after the muscles have withered.

It is worn in the 
nose, and the agents say it purifies the air 
as one breathes. Do you not think some- 
thing of the sort would be good for sufferers 
from lung trouble and catarrhal affections? 
May bunions be hereditary? Is there any 
cure for them aside from the knife?” 


REPLY. 

1. Nature has provided for your nose the best 
filters possible. Artificial devices are not so effi- 
cient as the natural devices which they put out of 
commission. 

2. No; the desire to wear tight shoes is inherited 
The bones of the feet and toes should run parallel 
or nearly o. When the weight comes down on the 
arches of the feet the bones should spread. If the 
shoes do not permit proper spreading the little. 
bones under the ball at the big toe slip between the 
toe and the next one, pushing the joint out; or the 
big toe cannot push forward, and therefore the ball 
joint must bow out, or some other part of the ma- 
chine slips a groove. The bunion develops as a 
meane protecting the underlying displaced joint 
and bones. Sometimes the chiropodist or the skilled 
shoe builder can help. Sometimes the displacement 
is beyond repair except by operation.

Bince the death of their mother the chil- 
dren have been almost wholly under the care 
of their grandmother, Queen Marie Chris- 
tine, and in this way they were brought into 
contact with her maid of honor, Louise de 
Silva. The devotion which the youngsters 
developed for Mlle. de Silva, and the devo- 
tion which she displayed to them, caused 
both Queen Marie Christine and Alfonso 
XIIL to give their warm approval to the 
project of Prince Ferdinand to make the 
maid of honor his wife, after he had become 
infatuated by her good looks and charm of 
manner. The royal family realize that in 
Mlle. de Silva the children of Prince Ferdi- 
nand will find a second mother. 

The wedding, in October, on the return of 
the court from its summer residences to 
Madrid, will be solemnized at the royal pal- 
ace, in the presence of the two queens and 
of the king. The latter has announced his 
intention of bestowing upon Louise de Silva 
the title of duchess, her dukedom being in- 
herited by the eldest of any sons, or, failing 
male iasue, by the eldest of any daughters 
that may be born of the union.

His duties aa 
governor of Somaliland will be to keep the 
Mad Mullah and hie dervish hordes from 
overrunning the protectorate, from interfer- 
ing with the routes of trade to the British 
seaports on the coast, and to provide for the 
protection of the friendlies.

While much has been printed about the 
collapse of the so-called princes’ trust at 
Berlin through mismanagement, it is doubt- 
ful whether the public on this side of the 
Atlantic realizes the extent of the smash. 
It has almost entirely wiped out the once 
large fortune of Gen. Prince Kraft Hohen- 
lohe, Duke of Ujest and head of the Oehrin- 
gem branch of the house, president of the 
Union club of Berlin and until recently per- 
haps the most influential member of the 
higher German aristocracy, being the cousin 
both of the kaiser and of the empress. 

His fortune before he embarked in the so- 
called princes’ trust was estimated for pur- 
poses of taxation at $60,000,000. Today he 
has $30,000,000 of debts and $32,000,000 of 
assets, which it is almost impossible to real 
ize, consisting to a great extent of landed 
estates which no one fs willing to buy and 
third and fourth mortgage, on which it is 
impossible to raise any cash, and of hotels, 
etc., which are losing concerns. He is over 
70 years of age, and now, actually in strait- 
ened circumstances, has relatively little 
time, therefore, left to make any attempt te 
restore his shattered fortunes. 

It ig only right and fair to the Duke of 
Ujest, as well as to his chief associate, 
Prince Maximilian Fuerstenberg, who has 
seen his still larger fortune almost wiped 
out, to mention that they and their other 
princely associates have been the 
only losers, and that the general public, as 
investors, have not suffered in any way by 
the crash.

8. Should a judgment be gained in the 
above manner, what action must I bring 
to have said judgment annulled and set 
aside? 

4. Are men not admitted to the bar ever 
permitted to appear before a court and de- 
fend their own case or the cases of others? 

5. How does a judge know a lawyer is 
admitted to the bar and qualified to prac- 
tice in court? A REGULAB ER.

RIGHTS OF A JUDGMENT CREDITOR 

Chicago, May 17.—[To the Legal Friend 
of the People.]—Man and wife are jointly 
under contract for a cottage on which 
about $800 has been paid in on notes and 
there are still forty monthly notes of $25 
each due. The contract and the notes are 
signed by both. All obligations on the con- 
tract have been fulfilled. A judgment has 
been granted against the husband in a pri- 
vate matter for $600 and he is unable to 
raise the money to settle it. Can the party 
having the judgment sell the house over 
the wife’s head for the husband’s equity? 
She can prove that she drew the money she 
invested from her own bank account and 
at present the son takes up the monthly 
notes for his parents’ benefit. 

OLD READER 
The judgment creditor may reach the interest k 

the husband in this property, but he cannot reach 
the interests of the wife in the situation which you 
describe. A right of the creditor to take the hus- 
band’s interest depends upon the terme of the con- 
tract under which this property is being pur- 
chased. It would be well for the husband to place 
the matter in the hands of an atiorney to safeguard 
his interest if possible.

NEGLECT OF THE GUARD. 

Chicago, May 22.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
—If the First cavalry, Illinois national guard, 
is afforded the same facilities and given the 
same advantages as those afforded to the 
regular cavalry, it will be as immediately 
effective for war purposes as its brethren in 
the regular army. 

What the facilities and advantages are 
that it does not possess can be easily stated. 

First and foremost, the service itself 
should be without any loss or sacrifice to the 
men excepting their time. All expenses in- 
cidental thereto should be taken care of, 

Records are required to be kept and reports 
made in a particular manner, This takes 
all the spare time of a trooper, who ig un- 
fortunate enough to have clerking capacity. 
He should be compensated for his services. 

The proper keeping of records and care of 
property are rightfully essential require- 
ments of the war department. Quartermas- 
ter sergeants and first sergeants receive no 
compensation for their labors, which must 
be done in their spare time, and in conse- 
quence the property and records are in many 
instances attended to in a slipshod manner. 

Officers must now pay for their uniforms, 
which are part of their required equipment, 
and should be paid for out of military funds. 

Adequate provision should be made for 
proper conduct of the regimental adjutant’s 
office. He is the business manager of the 
regiment and upon him depends more than 
upon any other man the cohesion and unity 
of the regiment. 

Adequate armory facilities should be fur- 
nished; a riding hall in which a troop may 
be maneuvered, necessary rooms for strictly 
military purposes, stables for 800 horses, pis- 
tol and rifle galleries, and a place to wash. 

An outdoor drill field within short reach of 
the city should be provided. Forage should 


| be raised thereon and cavalry horse breeding 


on a small scale engaged in. 

Men are now required to pay their own sub- 
sistence at the rifie range. Thie is unjust 
and militates against the enthusiasm which 
accompanies this branch of the service. 

The horses which are used by the First 
cavalry were bought and paid for out of pri- 
vate funds. The regiment should have typ- 
ical cavalry horses to mount a squadron and 
an allowance for forage and maintenance. 
The weak point of all national guard or- 
ganizations is their inability to cook. Grad- 
uates of the federal se hool of cooking at Fort 


Riley should be detailed and instruction 


should be compulsory. 

Regular army escort wagons should be is- 
sued. Now we use farm wagons, which were 
bought with private funds. Men must he 
taught to pack wagons as prescribed by field 
service regulations. For service in Mexico 
pack mules will be used and a sufficient nun- 


ber should be issued to train men in this 
form of transportation. 

Machine guns have never been issued to 
us. Training therein is as important as in 
the.rifie or revolver. 


The national guard is only in a minor chat 8 


acteristic a state force. It by law has been 
made a part of the regular army, and there- 
fore it should be fully supported by the fed- 
eral government. It is intended as a substi- 
tute for a standing army, and should be treat- 
ed as such. J

Puts Down All Rumors He 


Will Enter Race for 
Governor. 


LARGER JOB IN VIEW? 


Believed He Hopes to Save Party 
Nationally Instead of in 
Any One State. 


Oyster Bay, N. T., May 24.—[Special.]— 
Col. Roosevelt put down all rumors today 
that he may run for governor of New York 
as well as any cherished hopes which Pro- 
gressives of the state may have had that he 
would enter the primary race, by announcing 
flatly that he is not a candidate for that 
place and would not accept the nomination if 
it were offered him. 

“There is absolutely nothing tn it,” said 
he, speaking rather more emphatically than 
usual. Absolutely nothing. Does not this, 
my third denial, convince you of my sincer- 
ity? 52 

The colonel’s teeth came together with a 
click; one fist flashed through the eir and 
struck the other palm with a resounding 
smack. Then having looked very fierce for 
a moment he broke into a smile aghe 
thought, perhaps as did one of the reporters 
to whom he spoke, of the quotation: 

I thrice presented him a kingly crowp 
which he did thrice refuse.” 


Urge Him to Save Party. 

Another way it became known today that 
since Col. Roosevelt's return he has been be- 
set on numerous occasions by optimistic Pro- 
gressives with the plea that heenter the lists 
for the governorship of New York. The 
state leaders who have come to Oyster Bay 
bave come to convince the colonel of the ad- 
visability and even the necessity of his sav- 
ing the party by capturing the state and be- 
coming its governor. 

But he has declined in each instance to con- 
sider such a course and has been very largely 
impelled to do so, it is understood by hi- 
desire to save the party, notin any onestate, 
but in the nation at large. 


Urge T. R. Not to Oppose Reunion. 

Washington, D. C., May 24.—(Special.j— 
When former President Roosevelt comes to 
Washington on Tuesday to speak before the 
National Geographical society, several of 
his warm friends in the Republican party 
hope to have a talk with him. They are 
going to try to show him he has today one 
of the greatest political opportunities of his 
life, and they will urge him not to do any- 
thing which will diminish his prospects for 
another term in the White House. 

Republicans in congress who are looking to 
Roosevelt as the only man who can lead 
the party back to victory, will urge him to 
direct efforts for the present solely to dis- 
closing the weaknesses of the Wilson ad- 
ministration.

J have a friend at the New Gault hotel 
over in Madison street,“ ventured the re- 
porter. What charge will you make to get 
me there?’ 

„ Seventy-five cents,” was the reply. 

But the hotel is just around the corner. 
You are charging too much, aren't you?’ 

„Can't charge any less, sir.“ 

The New Gault is only four blocks from the 
Union station, but the Parmelee company 
would not send a cab that far for less than 
75 cents. A driver obeying the city ordinance 
could not charge more than 50 cents for the 
trip.

This opinion was voiced ‘yesterday by Dr. 
Maitland Alexander, moderator of the Pres- 
byterian general assémbly, who approved 
having the former baseball player called 
here for a revival campaign.

OUR OUT OF DOORS CITIZENS. 


Limitations and Self-Centering of City 
Life Held Disastrous 


Cut the brim off your hat; it interferes with 
your angle of vision. So James Henry Ash- 
ley, former president of the. Prairie club, 
told the members of the Open Forum yester- 
day at the. City club. His subject was 
Good Citizenship and the Out-of-Doors.“ 

People seldom see the sky in Chicago,” 
said Mn Ashley. The brims of their hats 
interrupt their angles of vision, and they 
are too busy looking at the sidewalks to 
keep from being run down. Their horizons 
are broken by houses of brick and stone. So 
they neither look upward nor sidewise. They 


and become bad citizens. Cut the brims off 
your hats, or, better still, wear no hats at all, 
and restore the connection with nature.“ 


Good Citizens Outside City. 

The lack of public spirit, Mr. Ashley said, 
was due to man’s habit of looking upon the 
ground and not at the sky. Outside of the 
city’s gates were to be found all the good 
citizens with broad visions. The man of the 
out-of-doors was the one who took the part 
of the under dog always. 

Factories and art centers in cities, Mr. 
Ashley believed, had damaged the nation 
and disintegrated its parts. In five genera- 
tions, the scientiste had figured, there would 
be no strong people. The thirty millions of 
people in the last seventy years were here 
through immigration, not birth, he said. 


City Destroyer of Life. 

These people were being destroyed by city 
life faster than any military force could de- 
stroy them. The robber barons and the 
feudal system were in operation in the cities 
and more than 500,000 men, women, and 
children were hurt in the industrial world 
every year. Under such conditions good cit-

The Malissores obeyed the order reluetant- 
fy, but flatly refused to proceed to Tiarne to 
fight the insurgents, and returned to Duraz- 
zo. Maj. Sleys then ordered fifty volunteers 
to march against the insurgents. They 
started out enthusiastically, but were sur- 
rounded and captured within forty-five min- 
utes. 

The correspondent adds that the foreign 
sailors were taken from the city Sunday 
evening with the exception of a few who are 
protecting the legationa 


Chilly Reception for Prince, 

Prince William of Wied received a chilly 
reception on his return to the palace on Sat- 
urday night. Bitter remarks were made open- 
ly on his hurried departure. The Albanians 
affirm that the same sentiments will be felt 
throughout the country and thet the reign 
of the mpret has virtually terminated. 

The correspondent declares the insurgents 
are docile and are more to be pitied than 
feared. He says there would have been no 
fighting if conciliatory measures had been 
taken. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Daily Mall says

VIENNA, May 24.—Late dispatches from 
Durazzo say the situation has improved, 
The king guaranteed the insurgents that 
they would not be punished and that the cap- 
tured rebels would be released and allowed 
to return to their homes. Thus peace ap- 
pears to have been reéstablished for the 
present.

Suffragists Keep London Po- 
lice, Who Arrest Sylvia 
Pankhurst, Busy. 


LEADER CHAINED TO AIDS 


LONDON, May 24.—The suffragists gave 
the police and church officials a busy Sun- 
day, while they themselves in some cases 
received rough treatment from the crowds, 
who showed their resentment at the recent 
interference with the king and the damage 
done to pictures. 

Sylvia Pankhurst, who was again arrested 
under the cat and mouse act, and her 
East End followers provided the biggest ex- 
citement of the day. A great procession 
formed at Canning Town and marched to 
Victoria park. On the way the women picked 
up Sylvia Pankhurst, who was chained and 
handcuffed to fifteen women and surrounded 
by other supporters armed with staves. 


Police Coup Traps Sylvia Pankhurst. 


The police allowed the procession to pro- 
ceed, but when the park was reached they 
got the militant leader and those chained to 
her into the park by an adroit move and 
then shut the gates against the rest of the 
women. 

The women in chains put up a stiff fight, 
but the police finally broke the manacles 
with their truncheons and arrested Sylvia. 
They allowed the others to go. 

Outside the gate a furious struggle went 
on between male suffragists and anti-suf- 
fragists, which the police had the greatest 
difficulty in breaking up. 


Police Protect Suffragists. 

At Hempstead Heath suffragists had to 
call on the police fer protection, against a 
mob which rushed their Datsun with cries 
of Duck them! We will teach them to 
insult the king.” 

The police surrounded the euffragists, most 
of whom were women, and finally got them 
away in safety from the threatening crowd. 

Suffragists raided numerous streets in the 
West End early this morning, smashing win- 
dows. Several of the women were arrested, 
The populace rushed a suffragist meeting 
in Hyde Park this afternoon and tore down 
the platform from which speeches were be- 
ing delivered. The police went to the aid 
of the suffr and escorted them to 
safety. 

Demonstrations in Churches, 

Many of the women chose Westminster 
Abbey and New Castle cathedral to make 
church demonstrations. At the abbey pray- 
ers were chanted for Mrs. Pankhurst, pro- 
tests were uttered against the apathy of the 
church in the matter of the forcible feeding 
of women, and an appeal was made to the 
bishop of Down, who was preaching, to pre- 
vent the torturing of women.” A protest 
wae also made against women being “turned 
out of the house of God,” and there were 
loud cries of Shame on the church!“ 

The women fought against their removal 
and it was some time before the disturbance 
was quelled.

Here I was thrown into an automobile, 
taken about eighteen miles—in what direc- 
tion I do not know—and thrown into a dark, 
damp cellar. 


Given Little Food and Drink. 

“For two days I was without food or 8 
drink. When I talked to my captors above 
they threw hot water on me. Later they fed 
me rotten bananas, and by and by other fruit 
and sandwiches. I never saw light except 
when they opened the trap door to throw food 
to me.

There 
‘had been no pageant of such solemn gran - 
deur ‘here since the funeral of Emperor 
Mutsuhito, a year and a half ago. 

Practically the entire American colony 
viewed the procession from various points of 
vantage. It is a rule that no Japanese sub- 
jects may look down upon a royal personage 
from elevated points, whether the royaltles 
be dead or alive. In strict observance of this, 
every door and window above the first floors 
along the funeral route was closed and dark. 

The ceremonies tonight were the culmina- 

tion of a series of services held daily since 
the official death of the empress dowager on 
April 11. Her actual death occurred two 
days earlier at Numadzu, but tradition pre- 
scribes that no member of the imperial fam- 
ily can die outsjde the capital, so the body 
of the empress was conveyed to Tokio, and 
driven to the Oayama palace in a closed 
private carriage. At the palace she “ offi-. 
cially died a few hours later. 


Funeral at Special Temple.

Most Beautiful in World. 


0 0 MERICAN literature? Why, yes. But 
what's the use of discussing it? The 
people who ask me about the books 
2 — t read them.“ 

S Was the estimate given yes- 
terday by Dr. Georg Brandes, 3 
European authority on art and letters, of pop- 
ular knowledge of modern American literature. 
Dr. Brandes took a few minutes between sere- 
nades by Danish singing societies, a lecture on 
Napoleon in Danish at Orchestra hall in the 
afternoon, and a banquet at the Congress hotel 
in the evening to give his impressions of Amer- 
ican life as he had observed it during the swift- 
ly 3 three days since his arrival in New 

or 

Seated in a dressing room off the Orchestra 
hall stage, following the lecture, Dr. Brandes 
talked. 

“It is warm,” he said, fanning himself with 
his broad brimmed hat. “I have talked too 
long two hours. I must have tired the audi- 
ence.” 


— 

From out in the hall came the sound of loud 
applause of 1.500 Chicago Danes. Reluctantly 
the man of letters reappeared on the stage and 
. the appreciation with a modest 

W. 

American literature?“ Dr. Brandes said 
when he had resumed his seat in the dressing 
room. Why. yes. But I won't talk about it 
any more until—well I could discuss Rob- 
ert Herrick and William Dean Howells and Poe 
and Lowell and others. I have done so, but I 
find it quite useless. I will not waste time 
discussing books with people who haven't read 
the books. It is embarrassing to find myself 
knowing more about books under discussion 
than the people who want them discussed. 

My impressions of American life? They are 
very superficial. Let me say I have been in the 
United States only three days and they have 
been fast fleeting. I have been received by my 
Danish countrymen in America with unbounded 
kindness. If that is typically American, one 
can wish for nothing better in all the world. 

“American women? I have never seen 80 
many beautiful women in such a short space of 
time in all my life, and I am 73. Chicago? It 
looks like New York, except in Chicago you 
have the beautiful expanse of blue Lake Michi- 
gan and a water front promenade—what is it 
you call it?—-yes, Michigan boulevard. It is a 
superb street. 

—— 

“Apropos women. i am impressed not only 
with the beauty of your American women but 
with their self-confidence and independent spirit. 
The protection you give them is wonderful. 
This is indeed an agreeable surprise. I once 
knew a young American woman in Paris. She 
was beautiful; she Was charming. But the Pa- 
risians made life unendurable for her in the 
streets and she was forced to cut her stay in 
Paris short and return to New York. She said: 

Women in America are not subjected to 
such things.’ The French shrugged their shoul- 
ders and smiled, as much as to say, ‘It is not 
so.” But I find it is so, and it is very fine. 

“American manners? They are good man- 
ners. American men and women are polite, 
well behaved, and particularly well dressed. 
They have elegance without the European stiff- 
ness and formality. That's an improvement. 

„ find one fault with Americans. They are 
not punctual. Neither railroad trains nor audi- 
ences are on time. Perhaps the two facts are 
related.’ 

“Skyscrapers? O, don’t ask me such ques- 
tions. All I know about them is that they are 
tall. I presume they are built that way be- 
cause the ground is costly. They are like the 
tower of Babel, defying the Almighty. You see, 
it doesn’t require extraordinary intellectual 
powers to discuss skyscrapers.

We have received innumerable inquiries,” 
reads their statement, “as to the real mean- 
ing of feminism, and with the inquiries there 
has been coupled the complaint that no diction- 
ary offers a satisfactory definition of this pe- 
culiar creed and its followers. This is true. 
The feminists have outstripped the dictionaries. 
And the only way to define a feminist is to 
quote what might be called the leading authori- 
ties on the subject,

“Edna Kenton, a famous suffragist and fem- 
inist, has declared: ‘Nothing invented of man 
has ever had a more stultifying effect upon the 
character and morals of women and of men 
than the Christian ideal which St. Paul laid 
down for women.’ 

“Jane Olcott, former secretary of the New 
York State Suffrage association, stated in a 
newspaper interview: 

‘A man or a woman should be free to give 
love whenever it is natural. Love is volatile 
and when it goes I believe it is unmoral for 
man and wife even to appear to live together, 
except for the sake of their children. In that 
case each should be free to bestow love else- 
where by mutual agreement.’ 

“Marie Jenney Howe, woman suffragist and 
feminist, has given this as an article of her 
belief 

“*We are sick of being specialized to sex; 
we do not put any fence around man. And we 
merely want to take down the fence that has 
been put around us.’ 

— 

“Mrs. Florence Wise, secretary of the hee pe 
en's Trade Union league of New York, and af 
speaker on feminism, has contributed this 
thought: 

believe only in volunteer motherhood, 
anyway. There are many persons. men as well 
as women, who are better off without children. 
Many unmarried women, on the other hand, 
want children and there ought to be an oppor- 
tunity for the expression of their innate mother 
love.’ 

“Inez Milholland Boissevain, who has adorned 
many suffrage parades with her inimitable 
horseback pose, said soon after her marriage, 
according to newspaper reports: 

„Wedding rings are relics of barbarism. 
They are relics of the day when women were 
men’s chattels. I should feel like a slave in- 
stead of a free woman if I were to wear a pwed- 
ding ring.’

“In discussing all the ideals and phases of 
feminism some of its advocates supply a touch 
of humor. Dr. Annie Yates, in a suffrage meet- 
ing in Cincinnati, expressed her delight because 
of the alleged discovery of a scientist who 
claimed ability to determine the law of sex. 


„ When this becomes generally known. she 


asserted, ‘women can bear only girl babies.’ 

“Tt seems to this organization that the above 
definitions, contributed by the stars of fem- 
inism, are sufficient to give to the public a clear 
idea of the outrageous doctrines and the hurt- 
ful views wrapped up in the term ‘ feminism, 
as it is used by those feminist-suffragists who 
are advocating their belief in various parts of 
the country.”

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China Ball Beads. 


NEVER have seen a recipe ior making 
; 40 china ball beads in the Corner, so I de- 
cided to send one that I have used and 
find it all right. The beads have been 
much admired. I should like to get di- 
rections for making beads from rose petals. I 
have a quantity of roses, which are going to 
waste, and I wish to utilize them. I have used 
several of the recipes in your Corner and found 
them excellent. I am making a cook book of 
them. This is the formula for china ball beads: 
One and one-half cups of china balls—not too 
dry. Put tnto water enough to cover them. A 
tomato can will answer. Boil two hours, rinse 
and wash well in several waters until all trash 
and skins are removed. Cover them with boil- 
ing water, after returning them to the can, and 
dissolve a teaspoon of patent dye or one tablet 
of Easter egg dye in half a cup of bofling 
water. Then add the balls in the can and boil 
half an hour. Take out and wash in several 
Waters, until they will not stain the hands. 
Dry thoroughly and pour over them a few 
drops of sweet oil; rub in well and let them 
dry again. Heat a hatpin or sharp instrument 
and run through each, then string them.

I presume the inquiry has 
been overlooked, and I am merely writing to 
recall it to you, as I feel sure there is some 
one who can help me to do away with the 
nuisance and not destroy the squirrels with 
poison, which I am tempted to do.

Had you inclosed your address in this letter 
you would have heard promptly by mail that 
your inquiry was answered in. full and sent 
to press weeks ago. It has, I suppose, been 
crowded out by a press of other matter. I ad- 
vised you to make war upon the little thieves. 
It is in keeping with their disposition and be- 
havior to steal and carry off unripe nuts which 
are of no earthly use to them. They rob bird's 
nests without mercy, suck the eggs, and kill 
the callow nestlings. They are impudent and 
cruel, and a nuisance generally. Let the gun- 
ner in your family kill a few and frighten the 
rest away. They will soon learn what the 
sight of the gun means. For years I tried to 
domesticate red squirrels in my woods by the 
exercise of kindness. We built houses for them 
in the trees, fed them winter and summer, and 
protected them from their natural enemies— 
cats and crows. They repaid us by driving away 
song birds, rifling the nests of all feathered 
things, gnawing holes in barn lofts and cot- 
tage attics, and in other ways that forced us 
to declare a war of extermination.

By studying this beok faithfully, a person 
with good judgment and some sane knowledge 
of eating could make out reliable diets for a 
score of the most general pathological condi- 
tions. This student should have the ability to 
see both sides of a question—rare ability it is, 
too—for this author, in particular, presents 
both sides in a rarely judicious way. Therefore, 
the one-sided can produce isolated statements 
from this authority to prove their views on 
almost any food influence—one part of its in- 
fluence. | 

To the people who want to know all about 
foods in * doses” there is, perhaps, no book in 
print that is better than this. To those who 
want to deceive themselves, or cheat others by 
making them pay heavily for quack advice on 
eating, this authority will also lend its aid. 
This is unfortunate.

This book ls highly readable, and there is a 

glossary to turn to for definitions of all tech- 
nical terms. 

The translator, in his preface, says: He 

[Dr. Gouraud] gives an impartial survey of the

GIVE HOSPITAL $15,000 
| WORTH OF MESOTHORIUM. 


Edwin F. Meyer of Stratford Hotel and 
Friends Bring Michael Reese to First 
Rank in Equipment. 


More than a year ago a physician at the 
Michael Reese hospital mentioned the bene- 
fits of mesothorium in the treatment of can- 
cer to Edwin F. Meyer of the Stratford 
hotel. 

Shortly afterwards the physician was sur- 
prised to receive an announcement from Mr. 
Meyer that he and a few friends would give 
$15,000 worth of the precious compound to 
the hospital. Mr. Meyer was the largest 
contributor. 

This morning three rubber covered vials 
will be taken from a safe in the Michael 
Reese hospital. Each will be applied to a 
patient suffering with cancer. The hospital 
will take first rank in the country for equip- 
ment of this kind. There is no other that has 
as much as 250 milligrams of the powder. 

The mesothorium is worth $60 a milligram, 
the entire quantity costing nearly $15,000. 
It took nine months to manufacture it from 
the ash of gas mantles at the laboratories 
of the Radiogen Cie., in Berlin. It was in- 
sured during the shipment by Lloyds of 
London, and is locked in a special safe at the 
hospital.

Revision Hits United States. 

Only the French tariff itself was revised, 
just after the American treaty of 1910 had 
been concluded. When the revision went into 
effect Uncle Sam woke up to find that the 
new rates had slipped below his prize collec- 
tion of specified ‘‘ minimums.” The Amer- 
ican minimums occupied a place in the re- 
vised French tariff intermediate between the 
pew maximums and minimums, instead of 
remaining minimum. Figuring in the new 
articles that had not appeared on the original 
schedules discussed in Washington, less than 
one-half of the American products really had 
minimum rates, instead of the 96 per cent 
originally figured. Certain American goods 
continued to be practically prohibited, and 
the balance remaining were subjected to 
maximum rates. American manufacturers 
were obliged to resign themselves to watch- 
ing the control of the French market grow 
with the English and German traders, whose 
gocde entered at lower rate than those 
trom America, because of their more favor- 

able tariff arrangements. 

The lesson in diplomacy was an expensive 
one for American foreign business in France, 
‘but it spotlighted the automatic insurance 
clause used by our great competitors, Eng- 
land and Germany, in negotiating their trade 
treaties. This is the insistence of the most 
favored nation device, the clause that an- 
telpates and insures against tariff changes, 
either expected or unexpected. Consider the 
so-called Frankfort treaty made by victorious 
Germany after the defeat of France in the 
Franco-Prussian war. It states that in busi- 
dees relations with France, Germany shall 
always receive the treatment of the “ most 
favored nation.” Whatever shifts take place 
in French tariff enactments, Germany’s 
wares at least always secure entry ata rate 

as low as that of any other nation. 


Outgamed the Americans. 

The clause becomes an automatic safety 
device that absolutely insures against better 
tariff advantages being granted to any coun- 
try without Germany sharing in those ad- 
‘Yantages for her own goods. England has 
the same thing in her commercial treaties. 
But when M. Jusserand conducted negotia- 
tions with American diplomats he confined 
discussion to various tables and schedules, 

on which basis the represe@tatives of the 
two governments were so busy wrangling 
that the little insurance clause failed to show 

p for consideration. The French ambassa- 
dor outgamed the Americans that time! 

The present question is whether the feat can 
be accomplished again. A new commercial 

_ treaty is absolutely essential to enable Amer- 

ican manufacturers to cope with the French 
tariff, which, as it now stands, discrimi- 
‘mates against American goods in many lines 
and effectually eliminates very many Amer- 
dean manufacturers from competing with 
the English and German wares enjoying 
more favorable rates.

But in France nota 
single American watch is to be seen for sale. 
The jewelers’ windows are filled with Swiss, 
German, and some French chronometers— 
and these windows will stay filled until a 
tariff change enables the American products 
from Elgin, Waltham, Springfield, Rockford, 
South Bend, and Lancaster to compete. 


Pencil Makor’s Ruse. 

A certain well known American manufac- 
turer of lead pencils was obliged to erect , 
a factory in England to retain patent protec- 
tion for a trade previously established in 
the British isles in his goods. Thanks to his 
British factory, be can sell his brand of lead 
pencils in France, because, as English made 
pencils, they can be entered through the 
French customs at a rate 25 per cent less than 
the identical goods shipped direct from the 
great home “factories of the American pencil 
maker. The very same thing is true of an- 
other Americ*n varnish manufacturer, who 
sells his goods u France only because he has 
an English brauch factory, from which he 
can ship English " varnish to French mar- 
kets. 

Notwithstanding the American high tariff, 
France sold $140,000.000 worth of her “ de 
luxe products to Uncle Sam last year, ac- 
cording to the consular invoices, an increase 
of $5,000,000 over the sales in 1912. In addi- 
tion to this bulk sum there must be consid- 
ered the unreckoned amount of goods not 
invoiced, taken over piecemeal every year by 
the thousands of American travelers who 
buy the fineries and luxuries peculiarly Pa- 
risian. The new American tariff act is in 
part responsible for the increased sales of 
the French textiles, silk, wool, and cotton, to 
the United States, which jumped over $5.- 
000,000 from the 1912 mark. And the biggest 
single division, that of French art works for 
American markets, went up by 10 per cent in 
the year, to a single total of over $23,000,000, 


Must Start in Washington. 

The work of extending American trade in 
French markets, in the small but more im- 
portant part of the present American export 
that follows the big raw material items, 
will have to start in Washington. The 
United States needs, above all, a new, riv- 
eted, airtight commercial treaty with France, 
one that at least will assure American manu- 
facturers a fair deal in competing with other 
foreign trades in the markets of France. 

Such a treaty is needed in a hurry, before 
Uncle Sam becomes too badly handicapped 
in France, the big sales field within ten days 
shipping distance of New York. The tariff 
law enacted last year permits the president 
to make commercial treaties. The case of 
arrested American business development in 
France demands first attention, a job that 
the American government can tackle now 
with diplomatic experience bought and paid 
for, particularly in the understanding that 
“minimum rates and tables of schedules 
cannot withstand foreign tariff tinkering. 


The Best Safety Device.

cial wrecking of the New Haven. 

The present intention of the commission is 
to hear the testimony of the witnesses now 
under subpcena, but tonight it ie reported 
that even this plan may be abandoned. If 
further testimony is heard the commission 
‘will decide whether to push the inquiry or re- 
port the facts already obtained to the sen- 
ate. / 


Seeks to Prevent Immunity, 

When the commission does report to the 
senate the next move will be up to the at- 
torney general. Mr. McReynolds urged the 
the commission not to require the ‘testimony 
of Mellen and the other officials of the 
wrecked railroad on the ground that they 
might acquire immunity from criminal pros- 
ecution. 

By stopping short in the investigation the 
commission would deprive a majority of the 
directors of an immunity bath and would 
put the attorney general in a position in 
which he would be compelled to make ex- 
planations if he should not institute crim- 
inal prosecutions of these men. Further- 
more, whether Mellen and others who may 
testify before the commission acquire im- 
munity thereby is a question that none but 
the court could decide after criminal prose- 
cutions are inaugurated. 


Against a Wholesale Onslaught. 

The administration leaders in congress 
have decided to prevent any wholesale on- 
slaught on the railroads. They fear that 
such a course might unsettle business con- 
ditions still further and put a crimp in the 
prospects of Democratic success at the polls. 
They argue that further investigations could 
add nothing to the overwhelming evidence 
that railroad financing stands in need of the 
reforms and the regulation proposed in the 
pending bill conferring the-power of super- 
vision upon the interstate commerce com- 
mission.

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WALL STREET EYES 
FOCUS ON MELLEN 


Effect of His Testimony on 
Railroads Expected to Be 
Far Reaching. 


PAINTED MORGAN TRULY. 


Witness’ Story of Ex-Chief's 
Deals Generally Credited 
by Financiers. 


New York, May 24.—Charies S. Mellen's 
testimony in the New Haven investigation 
has attracted more attention in Wall street 
than any similar development since J. P. 
Morgan sat in the witness chair in the money 
trust hearings in January of 1913. Natur- 
ally Wall street has been intensely inter- 
ested in the dramatic and personal features 
of this week's testmony. Aside from such 
interest, however, Wall street feels that the 
final results of the Mellen testimony will 
be as important to the railroads as Mr. Mor- 
gan’s proved to be to the banks. 

It was only a few months after Mr. Mor- 
gan sat in the witness chair that the new 
bank law now going into effect was passed. 
It is taken for granted here that the outcome 
of Mellen’s testimony will be the passing 
of laws which will make a repetition of the 
New Haven scandal less likely. 


How Morgan Hired Em. 

Wall street believes that Mellen was simply 
relating facts when he said that he became 
president of the New Haven at Morgan's 
request, the matter being negotiated over 
the telephone without reference to salary. 
That was Morgan's way of doing things, 
even when a great deal more than a $50,000a 
year salary was involved. 

Wall street also believes that Mellen drew 
an accurate picture when he described Mr. 
Morgan as a man of energy, great capacity, 
and large foresight, adding: I é do not re- 
call anything in which Mr. Morgan did not 
have his way. 

Wall street also recognized the Morgan it 
knew in . ellen’s description of how the 
Westchester road was acquired. Mellen said 
that in ihe summer of 1906 at the suggestion 
of Morgan he appointed a committee of New 
Haven directors to look into the matter. He 
said he appointed Morgan, Rockefeller, and 
Miller, and that after a year the committee 
handed in a brief report that $11,000,000 had 
been spent in acquiring control of the West- 
chester property. , 


Mellen Humiliated. 

After stating that he had demurred to the 
blind report, Mellen continued: 

„asked Morgan to stop at my office. I 
told him the report did not contain sufficient 
details. It seemed to me this report should 
contain each item. It was in the midst of 
the 1907 panic. Morgan was abrupt and 
severe, and I felt humiliated.”’ 

„What did he say.“ Folk, counsel for the 
commission, asked. 

„It was humiliating to me,” Mellen re- 
plied, *“‘ and I don't like to rehearse it on the 
stand.” 

Mellen said that after the New Haven 
directors approved the blind report on the 
$11,000,000 expenditure for the Westchester 
property without a word of protest, and 
Morgan had left the building, William Skin- 
ner, one of the upcountry directors,“ came 
tumbling into his room to find out what the 
report meant. Mellen said that as Skinner 
came into the room he exclaimed: ‘' Holy 
Cesarea Philippi! What did you do with 
311.000, 000?“ Mellen had to say he did not 
know. James S. Hemingway, another direc- 
tor, came in and said: ‘ Well, you certainly 
have been flying high spending $11,000,000, 
and making no account of it. What did you 
do with it?’ Mellen said that he told the in- 
quiring directors that he would appoint each 
of them a committee of one to go to Mr. Mor- 
gan and find out where the $11,000,000 had 
gone. Mellen said they all refused the com- 
mission. 

We Were All Afraid. 

“They were all willing that I should bark 
my shins,” Mellen said, but they were all 
afraid to go to him themselves. We were all 
afraid.“ 

Mellen did not hesitate to admit cowardice 
in his own case. Only those who never hap- 
pened to come into personal contact with 
Morgan will be inclined to sneer at Mellen for 
his weakness. Morgan’s infrequent efforts 
at ordinary every day pleasantry made a 
stranger mentally ‘‘ throw up his elbow.” 

Wall street puts Mellen down as a willing 
witness who is trying to gain immunity. His 
story of the Westchester deal, however, is 
generally credited. 

Wall street feels that J. P. Morgan’s repu- 
tation has been irreparably damaged by the 
New Haven disclosures. It argues that, if 
for no other reason, to protect his own inter- 
ests as a banker, Morgan should have known 
how the New Haven was spending the vast 
sums which he wasraising. But, while it is 
realized that Mr. Morgan’s reputation has 
suffered, comparatively few people in Wall 
street believe for an instant that the dead 
financier profited personally by the question- 
able transactions that are now coming to 
light. 

From reliable information obtained this 
week from Washington, as soon as the inves- 
tigation in New Haven is concluded the inter- 
state commerce commision intends to inves- 
tigate Rock Island.

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Illinois Fire Insurance Men In- 
terested in Investigation. 


REDUCTIONS MAY RESULT. 


Underwriters Urge Selentiſle Study to 
Determine Fair Profit. 


BY C. M. CARTWRIGHT. 


The fire insurance men of Illinois are inter- 
ested in the investigation that Superintend- 
ent of Insurance Rufus M. Potts has been 
making as to rates in the state. A hearing 
was recently had in the office of Gov. Dunne 
at Springfield, at which Mr. Potts, a number

of western managers of fire insurance com- 


panies, and C. J. Doyle, associate counsel of 
the National Board of Underwriters, were 
present. 

Mr. Potts has had an investigation made 
comparing rates in Illinois with those of 
other states, also a comparison of rates on 
similar classes of risks in various sections 
Illinois. He finds a number of things to 
criticise and calls attention to the need of a 
readjustment of preferred rates in Chicago, 
which comprise dwelling houses and other 
less hazardous risks. He also feels that 
rates could be reduced on sprinkled risks, 
andn a number of other classes in 
Chicago that are rated under the 
analytic schedule. Mr. Potts declares that 
the insurance companies could reduce rates 
to save the people of the state something 
like $2,400,000 annually and make a sufficient 
profit. More than half this amount would 
go to Cook county. 


See Rates Growing Lower. 

While underwriters fee! hat in the work- 
ing out of their rating system there can be 
some readjustment based on experience, they 
claim that the Chicago board of underwriters 
and the Illinois inspection bureau, the latter 
having rating jurisdictioa in the state out- 
side of Cook county, are constantly making 
changes that mean lower rates. Under the 
modern schedule system the fire insurance 
men assert that a policyholder’s rate is prac- 
tically up to him. as ample credits are given 
for improve.nents. 

While the underwriters give Supt. Potts 
credit for sincerity in his motizes, they fee: 
that he will modify his conclusions after a 
more thorough examination of the rating 
machinery and the results. 

There has long been a contention among 
some of the underwriters n Chicago that 
Cook county could well stand u reduc uon 
in dwelling rates and other classes of pre- 
ferred business, especially since the legis- 
lative organizations of fire Con: panies have 
put a program into effect reducing expenses 
in the city. The companies, however, feel 
that this plan should be worked out and 
gotten in running order Before any further 
move is made. 


Loss Ratio Over 50 Per Cent. 


Last year the total premiums in Illinois 
amounted to $27,220,748. The losses paid were 
$14,857,192. This makes a loss ratio of over 50 
per cent. The expense ratio of all the companies 
last year was 38.8 per cent. 
missions to local agents, field inspection, home 
office outlay, taxes, Insurance department fees, 
and so on. Fire insurance companies feel that 
if they can keep their loss ratio down to 55 per 
cent they can come out at the 
with a reasonable profit. 

The companies in their recent shed for rate with 


the Kentucky state authorities asked for rates that 
would give underwriting profit each year of 5 per 
cent on the premium receipts, Business men re- 
gard this earning as reasonable and just. Fire 
insurance capital is exposed to great hazard. There 
may be a few years where there is a normal loss 
ratio and then some great conflagration will arise, 
which will wipe out the earnings of many years 
and require the stockholders to be assessed or 
make contribution in some other way. 

An analysis of the results of the last few years 
will show a small percentage of actual profit on 
underwriting. Last year something like ‘forty fire 
insurance companies retired from the fleld, some 
of them having been in existence for many years. 
The newer companies not having large enough 
assets to make a showing on the banking side, 
are forced to rely on the underwriting results for 
their profit. This makes it difficult for the smaller 
companies, as the profit is not large. 


Scientific Inquiry Urged. 


Those who take an impartial view of the rate 
situation in Illinois feel that the state insurance 
department should go at the subject in a scientific, 
expert Way, and get at the real facts. Fire under- 
writers are known to be responsive to suggestions 
that are bated on facts and reason. The eenti- 
ment of the day is dircetly against any form of 
discrimination. The state insurance department 
has in its power the opportunity to coéperate with 
the insurance people in granting exact justice to 
the premium payers. 

With the reduction of expenses in Chicago, there 
will be the opportunity of giving the public the 
benefit in the rates to be paid. Those who are in 
touch with the authorities in insurance lines feel 
that the object of the companies is to deal with 
the public in a way that will command respect and 
approbation. Insurance capital, business men 
agree, is entitled to a reasonable return. 

A state commission in Missouri is now making 
an investigation of the facts, with the ultimate 
view of revising the laws in a way that will give 
sufficient regulation over fire insurance, and yet 
remove the harassing and burdensome features 
that only mean higher cost to the people. 

If there are inconsistencies in rating in Illinois 
and Chicago, they can be remedied.~The com- 
petitive forces in the fire insurance fleld are so 
keen that no set of companies could enjoy an im- 
moderate profit for any great length of time.

New Cause of Uneasiness, 

Last week a new cause of uneasiness was 
added to the others by the report that a large 
number of Hindus were on their way to Brit- 
ish Columbia to test the question whether 
British subjects in India have the right to 
settle im another British state.
